Are our concert aud- 
iences really ‘embalmed 
in the 19th century”? 
Reporter SHALOM 
COHEN visited the Is- 
rael Philharmonic this 
week to find out what 
was behind the recent 
' cancelling of works 
by Arnold Schoenberg 
Ι and Mordecai Seter 
ἢ from its scheduled 
programme. 


THERE are 35,000 reasons here 
for not playing Schoenberg. 
The figure, said here in a most 
figurative sense, represents the ra- 
tional count of aubscribers to the’ 
i; Israet Philharmonic Orchestra; its 
᾿ corps of regulars. It is a figure 
Precious in the cyes of the Or- 
chestra, is nursed by it like a ten- 
der plant to be protected from too 
much discord, from the dark un- 
᾿ known, from too large a dose of 
contemporary, or modctn, music. 
Tt was an “overdose”, the Schoen- 
berg violin concerto, resisted by 
the patient, which loosed caontro- 
versy after the LP.O. management, 
. in a summary field operation 
il threw out the work, Infected 
perhaps by the present strike fa- 
shion, some of the 35,000 fans 
spontaneously took to civil dis- 
obedience. They absented them- 
selves from thelr poatsa at Tel 
Aviv's Mann Auditorium.

The term 20th 
century and not contemporary was 
deliberately chosen since, Mr. Lewy 
lamented, for Israel audiences Bar-

The subscription concerts are a 
closed shop, all tickets taken. If 
someone does not renew his sub- 
scription, it is quickly snapped up. 
But very fow fail to renew. Hence, 
Mr. Lewy explained, the many 
“special” concerts. Bul even here, 
two days’ priorily for lickets w 
given subseribers. ‘The lwo ditys 
were “fully exploited” for a Hei- 
fetz concert last year.

On a perennial question, 
the I.P.0. representative said the 
‘Orchestra dovs more for local com- 
posers than any other comparable 
nstitution abroad. Israel compo- 
sers regularly complained “we do 
so little’. In 1961, for its 25th an- 
niversary, the I.P.O. commissioned 
new works from 10 Isree] compos- 
era. On tour abroad, it always In- 
eluded Israeli works. For itg forth- 
coming tour this August, at music 
festivals in Salzburg, Edinburgh, 
Lucerne, and Berlin (firat time in 
Germany), it commissioned a 
work by the young Israel compo- 
ser Ami Ma’ayani, titled “Qum- 


ran”, “We gave two special. con-- 


certs, free entrance, in 1968 and 
-1969, in conjunction with the Is- 
rael Composers Union. We didn’t 
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repeat it last year, and won't 
again”. Thirteen tickets were sold 
for the 1969 concert. The hall was 
filled by students, youth groups, 
and gueats, including the President. 

Defending the Orchestra, Mr. 
Lewy said special rehearsals with 
Mehta of Israel] works were held 
in order to select some for future 
programmes. Maestro Mehta ap- 
parently has yet to decide which,

bloodpressure for 10 cents. The nar- 
row-gauge yellow streetcars provid- 
ed good tranaportation downtown 
and to the Mexican area beyond 
Jewlsh Boyle Heights; the “Big 
Red Cars” left the Subway Terminal 
or Main Street for thelr interurban 
runs, the double-ended Edendale 
trolieys ran out past the old Mack 
Sennett studio to Aimce's temple 
and ‘beyond.

The unemployed slept in all-night 
cinema houses on Malin Street or 
went meekly to the Relief offices 
for food orders {single men were 
sent to work camps, families re- 
ealved a tiny dole as well aa food 
orders and rent): "We have our 
rules; if we made an exception for 
you we'd have to do the same for 
everyone,” ‘was the ultimate put- 
down. ‘A heroine named Fanny Jn- 
cobs kicked the man who had como 
to shut off her gaz as he stooped 
over the meter. A tight, livable, not 
unhandsome ‘board-and-batt house, 
within walking distanco of City 
Hall, was offered for $800: when 
there were no takery It was torn 
down to save taxes. 

But the studlos were prosperous, 
as were the lending llrarles in 
those répreasion days: averyone 
wanted escape, out-rate lethe. The 
great days of the ailent film ended 
when Al Jolson dropped to one knee. 
In retrospect, despite the greed, 
brashness, and crudity, they had 
been days of comparative innocence 
when both audience and technicians 
had Been awed by the wonder of 
the movies, Now the entire Industry 
was pervaded by bitter cyniciam. Us- 
ing the demonstrable fact that it 
cost more to make sound pictures, 
salaries — except those of the most 
popular stars — were cut, feeble 
attempts δὲ unidn organisation 
smashed. Polltical conformity was 
insured by threats of dismissal If 
certain measures were voted, certain 
candidates elected. The camaraderie 
of the old days became a rigid 
caste system usually but not always 
on economic ines (a medium-priced 
actress might take a chauffeur ag 
her fover but not an clectrician 
earning more money; a high- 
salaniéd director rated tower than 
any producer, and the iowest caste 
was that of the writers).

"Most of the Jewish residents 
of Jerusalem in late medieval times 
were... tradesmen, who maintained 
shops ‘In the best part of the city’, 
as one Jewish visitor amugly re- 
corded.” (Why the “smugly”? — It 
might have been a simple statement 
of fact.) “Some were pharmacists, 
and not very good pharmacists at 
that.” (How does he know?) "Their 
{the Jews') return was part of the 
nineteenth century's massive redis- 
tribution of population.” (Which 
leaves out the more basic and more 
enduring factors.) "Their fellow 
Jews consider them (the Yemenites) 
quaint.” (Little understanding here.) 

“Aside from the government, the 
university la almost the only force 
in the city seeking to break down 
the venomous barriers that exist 
between the communities.” “It is 
beautiful and inspiring... But the 
stones are stones of earth. The city 
js a city of earth... Their sacred 
stones ginell of urine. Ther votive 
candles coat money...
